COUNTY BOARD 
T0 SEEK DELAY IN 
ASSESSMENT RISE 


It Votes to Ask State 
Body to Postpone 


Sharp Increases Until 
1956. 


The St. Louis County Board 
of Equalization voted. today to 
ask the State Tax Commission 
to postpone until 1956 the sharp 
increases in assessed values of 
real estate in St. Louis county 
and 25 other counties which the 
state body ordered. 
| Matthews. criticizihg the “arbi- 
trary" action of the commission, 
said he would ask the County 
Council to request a similar de- 
lay in making the incréases ef- 
fective. 

Unanimous adoption of a reso- 


lution addressed to the com- 
mission followed a suggestion by 
member James A. Singer, chair- 
man of the County Council, that 
the equalization board meet with 
the commission to explain the 
complexities of the adjustments 
needed in St. Louis county. He 
pointed out that tax rates are 
set by 96 municipalities, 30 
school districts, innumerable 
fire districts and water districts. 

Singer said it was not only a 
question of the time and man- 
power needed to adjust these 
rates to the higher valuations, 
but also a question of where 
to get the funds. He said the 
county’s general revenue fund 
would be unable to supply the 
hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars which he said would be 
needed in making the neces- 
sary adjustments.

He asserted: “We must re- 
tain that capacity: and we should 
‘never lag either in the develop- 
ment of nuclear weapons, or in 
the means of delivering them. 
This is especially true with re- 
spect to the development and 
production of the s6-called ‘ulti- 
mate’ -weapon, the interconti- 
nental ballistic missile with hy- 
drogen warhead.”

The influential Frankfurter 
Allgemeine describes the situa- 
tion today as an “intensified co- 
alition crisis.” Its origin is not 
German rearming as such but 
the statute to set up an autono- 
mous Saar territory between 
Germany and Frante. The Saar 
statute was voted at the same 
time, as the French insisted it 
must be. 

The 32 members of the Free 
Democratic: party, second larg- 
est in the Adenauer coalition, 
voted against the Saar agree- 
ment and ordered their four 
ministers in the Adenauer Cabi- 
net to do likewise. | 

One did on the second read- 
ing and ducked the third read- 
ing altogether, Two cast blank 
ballots. Vice Chancellor Franz 
Bluecher was for it. 

In this confused parliamen- 
tary tangle only Bluecher has 
taken any action. He has sub- 
mitted his resignation although 
the Chancellor has shown no 
sign that he would accept it. 

The “crisis” probably will con- 
tinue into next we2k when the 
Free Democrat deputies will 
meet to decide their own course. 

Several of the laws which will 
be nécess to make German 
rearming effective will require a 
two - thirds majority in the 
Bundestag which the Chancellor 
cannot obtain without the sup- 
port of the Free Democrats. 

Meanwhile, in Paris March 22 
to 24 was fixed for debate in 
the Senate on the pacts which 
already have been ratified by 
the National Assemby. 

Adenauer, in a talk today to a 
group of 25 American editors 
and publishers at the chancel- 
lery, said the hydrogen bomb 
could serve as “a weapon of 
peace.”

Hill Urges Support for Bill. 


Senator Hill urged support 
for his pending Senate bill to 
provide one billion dollars in 
federal aid for school construc- 
tion over a two-year period. He 
said President Eisenhower’s pro- 
posal for school aid fell far 
short of what was needed. 

Introducing the discussion of 
U.N. and UNESCO, controversial 
topics in some parts of the coun- 
try, McCullough pointed out that 
United States participation in 
the work of these agencies is a | 
national policy laid down by 
Congress and implemented by 
the President. | 

“In dealing with UNESCO it 
is necessary,” he said, “to talk 
about the problem of 200,000,000 
children who do not have access 
to any kind of schooling; of more 
than half the population of the 
globe that can neither read nor 
wriiec;. of the need for more 
arable land to increase the food 
supply of the world. rae 

Matters of Great Interest. 

“It also is necessary to see 
what UNESCO is doing about’ 
these problems: of steps . being’ 
taken to push’ back the edge 
the desert, to reduce illiteracy, 
and to exterid free and e@mpul- 
sory education to children who 
have been denied it. These are 
the matters of greatest interest 
to students and adults alike, for 
these give life to?« arters and 
resolutions.”

“There is no defense—no ab- 
solute defense—against the hy- | 
drogen bomb,” he said. 

“Nor is any method in sight | 
by which any nation or any 
country could be completely 
guaranteed against devastating 
injury, which even a score of 
them might inflict in wide re- 
gions. 

“What ought we to 
way can we turn to save our 
lives?” 

Answering his own question, 
he said a bona fide system of 
general disarmament was the 
solution. 

But, he said, “the long history 
and tradition of Russia made it 
repugnant to the Soviet govern- 
ment to accept any practical 
system of international inspec- 
tion.” 

A second difficulty, he said, 
was that, while the United States 
has nuclear superiority, the So- 
viet Union and its satellites 
have “an immense superiority in 
conventional weapons.” 
Churchill said the problem is 
to devise a system of disarming 
which at no time will enable 
any nation to enjoy an advan- 
tage that would endanger the 
security of others. 

A British scheme along these 
lines is now being discussed at 
a secret conference of the United 
Nations subcommittee on dis- 
armament, meeting in London. 
‘Large Number of Targets.’ 
Churchill added: 

“Should war come, which God 
forbid, there are a large num- 
ber of targets that we and the 
Americans must be able to strike 
at once. 

“There are scores of airfields 
from which the Soviets could 
launch attacks with H-bombs as 
soon as they have bombers to 
carry them. 

“It is essential to our deter- 
rent policy and our survival to 
have our American allies and the 
strength to be able to paralyze 
these potential Communist as- 
saults in the first few hours of 


Churchill said the Soviet 
stockpile of atom bombs may be 
greater than Britain’s “‘but the 
British discoveries may well 
place us above them in funda- 
mental science.” 

Of H-bomb horrors, Churchill 
declared: 

“There is both an immediate 
direct effect on human beings 
who are in the path and an indi- 
rect effect through animals, 
grass and vegetables, which pass 
on these contagions to human 
beings through food. 

“This would confront many 
who had escaped all direct ef- 
fects of the explosions with poi- 
soning or starvation, or both.” 

The effect of H-bomb develop- 
ment, he said, is to increase to 
a vast extent “the area of mortal 
danger.” 

“This should certainly increase 
the deterrent on Soviet Russia 
by putting her enormous space 
and scattered population on an 
equality, or near-equality, with 
our small, densely-populated is- 
land and western Europe.”

Foremost among those is Sen- 
ator William Knowland of Cali- 
fornia, the Senate minority lead- 
er. Knowland has spoken in 
more than 15 states and he says 
he has found the country far 
ahead of Washington in the’ de- 
termination to prevent any fur- 
ther retreat in the Formosa area. 


Backer of Chiang. 


Through the years Knowland 
has shown a tireless dedication 
to the cause-of Chiang Kai-shek 
and the ‘Chinese Nationalists. 
Having private resources, he 
speaks without fee not only to 
Republican groups but to nation- 
al conventions of large organiza- 
tions. 


In recent weeks he has made 
himself a sort of Paul Revere for 
Quemoy and Matsu, missing no 
oppertunity to declare that the 
United States must intervene 
with sea and air power to help 
the Nationalists if a major at- 
tack is launched by the Reds on 
the offshore islands. 

Against the background of the 
Administration’s silence Know- 
land’s crusade—it is hardly less 
than that—may well have had 
the effect of fixing the American 
position. He has contributed 
certainly more than any one in- 
dividual to the conviction that 
this country has a moral obliga- 
tion to stand by Chiang. 

Whether the American posi- 
tion has been so frozen that any 
negotiation with the Chinese 
Communists is now impossible 
is the larger question being 
asked by America’s allies in 
Western Europe~_Premier U Nu 
of Burma has said he was au- 
thorized by Chou -lai, Com- 
munist China’s foreign. minister, 
to propose that an uwhofficial 
United States mission discuss 
with the Reds the status of im- 
prisoned American flyers and 
other reasons for existing .ten- 
sions. The Burmese Premier 
said he conveyed this proposal 
to Dulles when the latter vis- 
ited Rangoon. 


Could Be Severe Test. 


If it is a bona fide offer, the 
Administration’s position will be 
put to a severe test. Outright 
rejection would lead the neutral- 
ist and uncommitted countries of 
Asia to conclude that the United 
States did not want to enter ne- 


gotiations looking to the end of 
prevailing tensions. 

Red China would thereby have 
proved, for propaganda purposes 
at any rate, its peaceful integ- 
tions. On the other hand thoge 
who feel as strongly as Know- 
land does about any diminutién 
of Chiang’s position .would be 
deeply suspicious of any Ameri- 
can mission, official or unoffi- 
cial, that sat down with Chou 
and the Communists. 

Knowland has had a great ad- 
vantage over those who feel that 
it is essential to leave an aréa 
of doubt on Formosan polié¢y. 
He knows exactly what he wants 
and he says it over and ovér 
again. What is more, he is en- 
tirely frank about his expectg- 
tions. He believes the Chinese 
Communists mean it when can 
‘say that they intend to a 
Quemoy and the Matsus as the 
first stage in an attack on Far- 
mosa itself. 

Therefore he expects that

This left 41 of the 
original 81 alleged “Commu- 
nists” on the-payroll in 1950.

Two were removed as “‘secur- 
ity risks,” which could mean 
they were drunks, blabber- 
mouths or otherwise undesir- 
able. Three resigned while 
under “security” investigation.

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The Case of Teacher Leslie Hill 


St. Louls is experiencing a very pleasant in- 
vasion of school péople. Last week there were 
several thousand members of the National 
School Boards Association among us and now 
our guests number some 8500 members of the 
Association of School Administrators.

As Mr. Hill recounts what happened, he was 
conducting a class in biology, when a student 
asked him point blank: “Do you believe there 
is a God?” Since Mr. Hill does not believe in 
a “personal God,” he gave a negative reply, but 
said he would not answer further questions in 
class time. He met after school with some stu- 
dents who were interested and then answered 
further questions as to what he believes and 
what he does not believe. 

Mr. Hill says he “did not try to change any 
student’s belief” and for that reason did not 
say why he thinks as he does. Be that as it may, 
he was soon the center of a considerable con- 
troversy as protests came in from parents. The 
School Superintendent asked Mr. Hill to resign. 
The teacher refused to quit and was fired.

Such hidden profits, he said, 
would not be affected by a fixed ceiling of $600,- 
000 a year which the contract puts on profits 
from the plant. For these hidden profits, the 
fixed ceiling would be the sky. 

Mr. von Tresckow’s charges deserve the closest 
examination by the Senate-House Joint Commit- 
tee on Atomic Energy, headed by Senator Ander- 
son of New Mexico. Here is a new reason, on top 
of plenty of old ones, why this committee should

why the contract meanwhile should be held up. 
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Unconservative Eisenhower Barn 

We hear President Eisenhower is going to use 
grayish-green paint on the barn of his Pennsyl- 
vania farm, and this disturbs us. Mr. Eisen 
hower asserts that he is a dynamic conserva- 
tive. But what kind of a conservative, dynamic 
or static or even plumb run-down, would think 
of painting a farm barn anything but red? 

You have to travel a long way across the 
dirt-rich farmlands of this country before you 
spot an un-red barn. And when you do, you 
can be 99.99 per cent sure that it belongs either 
to a poor farmer who is letting things run down 
or to a city farmer with a check-book big 
enough to permit his superintendent to use 
even gleaming but quick-soiling white. But 
since pre-Revolutionary days, the proper color 
for a sound farmer’s barn has been red—same 
color as that of the little school house. 

This is part of the American heritage. Are 
we to abandon it because some foreign fuzzy- 
wuzzies have taken the color for their parade 
flags? Shall we be thus wedged away from 
the Founding Fathers—who, by the way, were 
partial] to red statehouses and red silk evening 
coats? A thousand times No! We appeal to 
the President to give his barn another thought. 
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Feelers from Burma 

At first glance, the feelers put out by Premier 
U Nu of Burma have little to recommend them. 

Burma’s premier suggests that Chinese Pre- 
mier Chou En-lai would be willing to discuss 
the question of the 13 imprisoned Americans 
and other controversies with an “unofficial” 
American mission to Peiping. 

On the face of it, there would seem to be 
little reason to send such a mission to Com- 
munist China. U.N. Secretary General Dag 
Hammarskjold went there in January to open 
the prisoner discussions, and the U.N. still 
strikes us as the proper channel for them. 

But if there were any possibility that such 
a mission could make real progress, both in 
securing the release of the imprisoned Amer- 
feans and in otherwise improving relations in 
the Far East, the chance ought not to be thrown 
away by a rigid and doctrinaire refusal to meet 
Peiping’s representatives. 

Our country ought always to be willing to 
discuss differences and seek a settlement of 
them when there is any chance of fruitful dis- 
cussion. 

The main question, then; is whether Peiping 
is in earnest, or is merely trying to figure out 
another delaying tactic and another devious 
way of building its own prestige. On that ques- 
tion perhaps the wise thing for our State De- 
partment to do would be to seek the advice 
of others—for example, U.N. Secretary General 
Dag Hammerskjold and those friendly govern- 
ments which have diplomatic representatives 
in Peiping able to assess the possibilities. 

Whatever happens to the feelers from Burma, 
it is good to know that the prisoner issue is 
still apparently alive. U.N. officials cautiously 
describe it as susceptible of ultimate settle- 
ment. Patience and reasonableness are still 
needed from all concerned.

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Trusteeship for Formosa 


Editorial sketches American position regarding Formosa and 
proposes eventual U.N. trusteeship for island held by Chinese 
Nationalists; realistic diplomacy could lead to truce with Red 
China, promote Formosan democracy as answer to Communism. 


From The Christian Science Monitor 


A series of questions and proffered 
answers on the complicated Formosa 
problem may help to set that subject in 
a clearer light. 

Why is the United States in Formosa, 
and does it have to stay there? 


Formosa was occupied by Chinese 
Nationalist troops at the end ¢f World 
War II. The United States shared re- 
sponsibility for its disposition in the 
peace settlement. It had been prom- 
ised “to the Republic of China” in the 
Cairo Declaration of 1943. 

The “Republic of China” was the 
government under President Chiang 
Kai-shek which took refuge on Formosa 
in 1949. Meanwhile, the United States 
has become committed to a major policy 
of stopping Communist aggression. To 
yield Formosa might feed Communist 
expansion and endanger Southeast Asia. 

But just why is the defense of For- 
mosa important? 

Militarily, Formosa probably could 
be spared, but the problem is not solely 
military nor does it concern solely the 
security of the United States. 

The theory of collective security de- 
pends on the proposition that the securi- 
ty of any small country anywhere is im- 
portant to the whole world. 


Chiang—Pro and Con 


Were the United States simply to 
withdraw support of Chiang and ket 
Formosa fall to the Communists, the ef- 
fect would discourage resistance to Com- 
munism in Hong Kong, Malaya and In- 
donesia, and cause South Vietnam, Cam- 
bodia and Thailand to question if the 
West could protect them. 

On the other side, it is argued that 
to cut loose from the Chiang Govern- 
ment would enhance America’s position 
with a large part of Asian opinion, not- 
ably that in India, Ceylon and Burma, 


How can there be such divergent esti- 
mates of the merits of the United States 
position in Formosa? 

These arise from three different 
views as to what the United States is 
doing or intends to do there. 

One conception, that held by most 
Americans, is that they are simply try- 
ing to keep several million people from 
falling into the hands of Communism. 

Another thought is that the Chiang 
regime, a long-time ally against Japan 
as well as against Communism, is en- 
titled to a refuge on Formosa and should 
be protected there. 


Communists Charge Interference 


A third impression, however, one that 
has not been entirely removed by recent 
policy pronouncements and one that 
does enormous harm to sympathy for 
the American cause in Asian and Brit- 
ish opinion is that the United States 
espouses Chiang’s Nationalist Govern- 
ment in order that the latter may harry 
the Chinese coast and some day launch 
an invasion to reconquer China. 

And why should this be thought ob- 
jectionable, at least to “neutrals”? 

It is not unnatural that Chiang 
should aspire to re-establishment on 
the mainland; but neither is it unnatu- 
ra] that the Communist Government 
should regard the Nationalist Army as 
a threat and seek to eliminate it. 

Moreover, according to accounts 
reaching the English press but largely 
ignored in American reporting, there 
are frequent Nationalist air raids on 
coastal cities, involving extensive de- 
struction of life and property. If true, 
the Communists have some basis for 
regarding their feud with Chiang as 
a civil war, in which they can charge 
that the United States is intervenin 
thousands of miles from its coasts 
only 100 miles from theirs. os, 

Is it too muéth to hope, then, that 
some kind of a cease-fire, at least in- 
formal, may be obtained off Formosa? 

No, probably not. But it should be 
clearly understood what sothe of the 


tacit requirements would be. One would 
be some continued assurance that the 
United States fleet would stand between 
Communist invasion flotillas and Na- 
tional-held Formosa. 


Another would be, then, to pin down 
the military activities of the Nationalists 
to strictly defensive operations—this by 
control of their supplies. 


If it were made unmistakably clear 
that American perpecss in the area are 
solely defensive, designed to establish 
peace by recognition of existent condi- 
tions, there would be far greater sup- 
port for the United States position in 
the United Nations. 


For Realistic Thinking 


Is there no solution to this difficulty, 
mo way out that will both hold back 
Communism and hold together free- 
world sentiment? 


Yes, we believe there is. It probably 
would have to shape up somewhat along 
the lines.described below and it would 
require a great deal of realism in Amer- 
ican thinking. 


First, let us remember there are some 
7,000,000 native Formosans on the is- 
land, compared to the 2,000,000 Chinese 
Nationalists there. It would take For- 
mosa some time to develop a capable 
government, but in time they are en- 
titled to do so. 


This suggests a United Nations trus- 
teeship, under which the most feasible 
course would be to make Chiang’s Gov- 
ernment the trustee, since it has posses- 
sion. 

The Nationalists would object vocifer- 
ously to this. It would also create a 
problem of morale in the Nationalist 
army, since those men have looked for- 
ward to a return to the continent. 


This would have to be faced, as must 
the fact that Chiang cannot indefinitely 
recruit an army from Formosa to chal- 
lenge the mass armies on the mainland. 
For a time, the trusteeship might have 
to be bolstered with Western man- 
power. 


Cuba-Philippine Example 


But recalling the examples of the way 
Cuba and the Philippine Islands at- 
tained independence under American 
guidance, it should be possible in five or 
10 years to prepare the Formosans to 
produce a government which would ex- 
emplify democracy in contrast to Red 
dictatorship. 

But we do not believe it is to the 
genuine, long-run advantage of the Unit- 
ed States to keep alive a situation 
which alienates large bodies of Asian 
opinion, creates friction with America’s 
strongest ally, and raises.recurrent war 


Defend Formosa? Yes. But use it as 
a base from which to threaten military 
penetration of a continent? Far better 
to obtain an on a natural fron- 
tier and trust to peaceful penetration 
by the ideas which will eventually and 
inevitably expose the fallacies of Com- 
munism.

A fifteenth century realistic 
Dutch wood sculpture and a sev- 
enteenth century baroque silver- 
gilt German shell beaker have 
been acquired by City Art Mu- 
seum and were placed on public 
display for the first time today 
in the museum’s recent acces- 
sions gallery. 


The sculpture, 24 inches long 
and nearly 22 inches high, was 
purchased from A. Vecht, Am- 
sterdam dealer, for $3500. It is 
a rare example of a kind of art 
largely destroyed by Protestant 
Reformation mobs of sixteenth 
century Holland. 


The beaker is the gift of Miss 
Effie and Miss Stella Kuhn, sis- 
ters, 718 Glenvista place, Web- 
ster Groves.

An unusually good state of 
preservation marks the older 
work.

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MATUSOW CITES 
TH AMENDMENT, 
REFUSES ANSWER 


Will Not Say if He Tes-| 
Truthfully in| 
1953. Texas Investiga-| |

WASHINGTON, March 1 (AP) 
— Harvey Matusow, self-styled 
former Communist, invoked the 
fifth amendment today when 
asked if he had testified truth- 
fully in a 1953 Texas investiga- 
tion of-certain labor unions. 
oat 28-year-old turnabout wit- 
protested against being 
areal about the testimony he 


gave in Texas until he had aj 
chance to study the transcript; 


of what he had told the vere} 
gators. 

\ Refusing to answer qnaitiaita | 
put to him by the Senate Inter- 
nal Security Subcommittee, Ma- 
tusow said he would invoke “the 
protection afforded me by the 
fifth amendment.” *This amend- 
ment gives a person the right to 
refuse to give testimony which 
might incriminate him. 

In the past various persons 
whom Matusow has accused of 
being Reds have invoked the 
fifth amendment when called be- 
fore congressional investigators. 

Suddenly Silent. 

After testifying for more than 
three days in the Internal Secur- 
ity Subcommittee’s inquiry into 
his n of sworn testi- 
mony, -Matusow suddenly re- 
fused to answer when he was 
asked about his appearance be- 
fore the Texas Industrial Com- 
mission in December, 1953. 


Senator Daniel (Dem.), Texas, 
who opened up this line of ques- 
tioning, had said after Matu- 
sow’s earlier testimony before 
the subcommittee that he be- 
lieved the 28-year-old witness 
had committed perjury under 
the laws of Texas. 


When Daniel said he wanted 
to question Matusow about the 
testimony he gave the Texas in- 
vestigators, Matusow said he 
would like to familiarize myself” 
with the testimony he had given 
before answering any questions 
about it. 

Unless he were given an op- 
porturnity to do so, he said, he 
would have to invoke his fifth 
amendment protection and re- 
fuse to answer questions about it. 

Earlier in the hearing, Matu- 
sow: told the Senators at ore 
point that he does not believe 
Communism is “as dangerous” to 
the country as are the activities 
of “certain committees” of Con- 
gress. He was not asked to name 
the committees. 

Pressed by Daniel to say 
whether he considers the Com- 
munist party “a danger and 
threat” to America, Matusow re- 
plied: 

“Frankly, no.” 

Matusow said he does not hate 
Communism—‘“I don’t hate any- 
thing. I don’t think it’s Chris- 
tian to hate.” 

At a stormy session yesterday, 
Matusow attributed previous 
false testimony to, Elizabeth 
Bentley, Paul Crouch, Louis Bu- 
denz and Matt Cvetic. Miss 
Bentley and Budenz had denied 
that earlier. Crouch and Cvetic 
were not reached for comment. 

Matusow said he knew of in- 
stances in which all four lied. 

Tells of Marriages. 

He testified also that he spir- 
ited out of the country Mrs. Ar- 
ivila Bentley, former wife . of 
Representative Bentley (Rep.), 
Michigan, when a Senate Elec- 
tions subcommittee tried to 
question her in a 1952 investi- 
gation of Senator McCarthy 
(Rep.), Wisconsin. Matusow said 
his own subsequent two mar- 
riages to her ended in divorce 
and he has “not the slightest 
idea” where she now lives. Rep- 
resentative Bentley and Eliza- 
beth Bentley are not related. 

Matusow testified under ques- 
tioning that he got $800 for 
spiriting the then Mrs. Bentley 
to Nassau. He did not say who 
paid it. 

Meanwhile Chairman Eastland 
(Dem.), Mississippi, said he was 
lining up witnesses through 
whom he hoped the subcommit- 
tee would develop the full story 
behind Matusow’s turnabout tes- 
timony — “Matusow’s motives, 
who’s using him, and why.” 

Eastland said he would call 
Elizabeth Bentley, but had not 
yet decided whether the former 
Arvilla Bentley would be sub- 
penaed:. 

Matusow told the subcommit- 
tee yesterday he knew the Com- 
munist party was pleased with 
his current denials of past testi- 
mony, but did not know the 
Reds were using his book as 
propaganda. 


FREED OF CHARGE OF FIRING 
INTO HORMEL HEIR’S HOME 


Los ANGELES, March 1 (AP) 
—Anthony Kent, press agent for 
Meat Packing Heir George Hor- 
mel II, has been freed of a 
charge of firing a shot into an 
inhabited dwelling. 

The superior court held yes- 
terday that the shot fired into 
Hormel’s house, just missing 
him, last Jan. 9 was fired with- 
out malice. The court ordered 
the charge dismissed. Kent 
claimed the shot was a publicity 
stunt following the case in which 
Hormel was acquitted of a mari- 
juana possession charge.

When he goes to work he treats his employer like a parent.

. resigns. He is hypercritical of everything anyone else does, 
and thinks he knows better than the boss. He has no 
initiative. He gives up the minute anything proves dif- 
ficult. He is typitally an occupational drifter, changing 
from job to job and ending up unemployed and unem- 
ployable.” p

HEN Jean Ritchie was born 

33 years ago in a cabin at 

Viper in the Cumberlands 
of Kentucky it didn’t look like 
she was going to have much of 
a chance in a hard world. The 
Ritchies were poor and there 
were 13 brothers and sisters to 
share what little there was. 

They were a happy family, 
though, the singingest family, 
folks said, on North Fork. It 
wasn’t much of a heritage for a 
girl baby, the fourteenth of the 
lot, but was the making of her. 
Jean was nourished by the songs 
the Ritchies sang around the 
fireplace and out on the front 
porch. 

Grown up now and famous as 
a folk singer, and counting her 
blessings, she names them one 
by one, the winter evenings 
around the fireplace and the 
summer-time twilights when 
they all sat on the porch at the 
edge of the dark to. sing the 
moon up. 

Jean, singing along the way, 
graduated from the University 
of Kentucky and, with her dulci- 
mer under her arm, found her 
way to the Henry Street Settle- 
ment in New York as a music 
counsellor. The settlement 
was too small for her. The world 
wanted to hear her voice and her 
dulcimer. 

So she went about singing her 
songs and telling her stories 
about the Ritchies of North Fork 
wherever people asked to hear 
them—in New York at Columbia 
University, at the Royal Albert 
Hall in London, and at clubs, 
fairs, folklore festivals, schools 
and churches throughout this 
country and Britain. She went 
on to radio and television, and 
she made recordings of the 
songs. 

Now Jean Ritchie has written 
a book that she calls “Singing 
Family of the Cumberlands” 
(Oxford University Press, New 
York, 282 pages, $4), including 
42 of the songs, words and 
music, that the Ritchies sang 
around the fireplace and out on 
the front porch at moonup. 

She has written warmly and 
with understanding a new kind 
of history showing one obscure 
family’s part in the building of 
America, giving all the credit 
for her career to the influences 
that surrounded her when she 
was the least one of the singing 
Ritchies. She remembers the 
twilights on the porch in her 
favorite place in the swing be- 
tween Mom and whatever si#ter 
got there after she did: “I loved 
the lazy motion of the old swing 
and the way it creaked in time 
to the music, fast little squeaks 
with the quick tunes, melan- 
choly moans with the slow sad 
ones. What a safe, warm world 
it was» for me then, leaning 
against a soft, round arm, watch- 
ing the darkening air twinkly 
with lightning bugs.” 

There was a lonesome feeling 
too, but she felt proud that she 
was who she was. Here she was 
in the middle of the world, right 
there on the porch. She won- 
dered if anybody would ever 
understand all that was in her 
mind and heart. Things that she 
couldn’t talk about. You had to 
talk about corn and dishes and 


brooms and meetings and 
lengths of cloth and lettuce 
beds. If you should talk about 


other things—the things inside 
you—folks might think you were 
getting above your raising. But

that didn’t keep her from think- 
ing about the things inside. 

There was work to be done by 
Dad and Mom and all the 14 
children if there was to be food. 
Jean began her work in the 
fields as a water-carrier, but by 
the time she was 10 she was. an 
all-day worker, with a tired back 
from bending over the green 
rows of corn that had no end, 
grubby hands reaching down to 
thin out the hill. It was only 
stubborn pride that made her 
keep up with the older workers. 
But there was heaven in the 
cool shade at the end of the 
row, a refreshing gourdful of 
spring water and the foolery of 
a snatch of song. 

Often the song was “Old Ty- 
ler,” for they all liked that. One 
of them, Kitty or Truman,’ would 
begin. humming it and the others 
would all join in: 

Old Tyler was a good old dog, 

We thought he’d treed a 
coon, 

But when we come to find it 


out 
Old Tyler was a-barking at the 
moon, 
Lord, Lord, 
Old Tyler was a-barking at the 
moon. 

There were times when Jean 
felt a sense of destiny. Like that 
time when she was 12 years old. 
It was on July 13. They were 
going down out of the cornfield 
when she fel] behind. On a lit- 
tle rise two hills of corn grew 
up straight and tall. She stood 
between the two hills as in a 
green doorway. The late evening 
sun slanted across her face. She 
reached out her hands on both 
sides and-held the rich bursting 
stalks, feeling them sway and 
stretch with life. Likely, she 
reflected, no other girl, at the 
age of 12, ever stood just like 
that at set of sun and thought 
about the meaning of life. It 
frightened her. She felt alone. 
She ran in a fever to catch up 
with the others. 

Dad Ritchie was more than a 
man grubbing a living for his 
14 children out of the rocky 
mountainside. He was an edu- 
cated man. Ejighth grade. And 
he taught school until he lost 
his hearing. He was always 
thinking up new ways to earn 
something outside the cornfield 
and the garden. His ventures 
didn’t last long and didn’t make 
him rich, but they managed. And 
they managed, too, to send most 
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of the children off to school, 
Jean among them. 

When he was up in the 80s, 
he still grubbed the corn patch. 
It pleased him to sit down at 
the table and join in the talking 
and singing that always ended 
a meal at home. He seemed 
thankful that time had set him 
free to enjoy the family he had 
worked so hard to raise, And 
Jean, home from school, didn’t 
grudge him a bit of his enjoy- 
ment. 

You might almost say the 
Ritchies started Christmas there 
on North Fork. Way back no- 
body celebrated it around there, 
except by having Granny telling 
the younguns the Jesus story at 
the fireside. Then Granny would 
lead off with her favorite song, 
“Brightest and Best,” and they’d 
all join in and sing it to the end. 
But Mom read somewhere about 
Christmas trees out beyond. So 
they would have a Christmas tree. 
She got a hatchet and took May, 
the oldest, with her and they 
went out into the snowstorm and 
brought back a little old sassa- 
fras = age without any leaves 
on i 
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HAT night they fancied it up 

with popcorn strings and pic- 

tures cut out of catalogues, 
and in the morning when they got 
up there were big Winesap ap- 
ples, saved for winter in the cel- 
lar hole, hanging to the limbs. 
Under the tree was a big plate of 
molasses candy Mom had made. 
It was the most wondrous sight 
the Ritchie children ever ‘had 
seen. Folks came from up and 
down the fork and marveled.at 
it, and after that everybody had 
Christmas trees. 

Time came when the Ritchie 
offspring were scattered far and 
wide, some married and the oth- 
ers off at school. Jean was the 
only one left at home and it was 
lonesome there. Mom and Dad 
were getting old, white-haired 
and stoop-shouldered. 

The long warm evenings were 
somehow the saddest of all. 
They’d get their bit of supper 
over and the work done, the cow 
milked and the horse and pig 
and chickens fed, the coal and 
kindling in. Then they’d sit 
around in the front room. Jean 
would get her lessons and Mom 
would piece quilts or mend. Dad 
would take down the dulcimer 
from the wall and make the old

Three no-trump 
(which North should have bid 
on the second round) would have 
been cold, and so the real loss 
to North-South was about 1100 
points. 

The peculiar phases of the 
bidding were supplied by North, 
starting with his neo-scientific 
three-heart call over South’s 
three clubs. That heart suit of 
North’s—four to a jack—was 
quite a suit to show at the three- 
level! In the postmortem it de- 
veloped that North was simply 
trying to build the hand up for 
no-trump, if South had good dia- 
mond control, but if that was 
the idea, North should have giv- 
en his partner a wink or kick 
or something! The meaning of 
tthe bid was quite different, and 
South, not being a mind reader, 
thought that North was pre- 
pared to play at hearts with fair 
support. When North followed 
up with a club raise, it' was no 
wonder that South was com- 
pletely misled.
